Ambassador Peniicld cabled to- 


day he had presented informally 
to'th" Vienna foreign office the 
American 
government's request 


for any information 
on the' de- 


struction of the Persia and at the 
time of filing his dispatch had re- 
ceived no reply. 


American 
Counsul Garrels at 


Alexandria, reported that tho af- 
fidavits he had gathered from; tho 
Persia survivors gave no more 
proofs that a submarine torpedo- 
ed the liner or regarding its na- 
tionality than were Contained in 
his first dispatches. 


Still In The Dark 


The capitol was still in the dark 


today regarding the cause of the 
finking of the liner Persia. Of- 
ficials at the state department said 
that it was possible that Austria 
would not be able to determine 
Avhether one of her submarines 
was responsible for several days.

plan of action is deferred.

.-us the time goes by, the hope thj|t 
an amicable settlement can be 
reached increases. The Austrian 
embassy here does not believe that 
there will be the slightest hesitan- 
cy in Vienna in making complete 
amends .should it develop that 
Aust ria w as at fault. And, so Ear 
as the suggestion that this gov- 
ernment secure concerted action 
from all of the Teutonic belliger- 
ents designed to prevent similar 
'situations developing in the future

They were in charge 
of Thoma^ Marshall and his son. 1 he 
Indians forced their prisoners to man 
the oars of the capthe boat, which \\ns 
headed for the channel to intercept 
thobc coming do\\n. Tho«e in Mar- 
shall's boats saw their danger and 
made what preparations they could for 
defense. The first two boats, though 
exposed to a heavy fire from the In- 
dians, passed on down and escaped. 


Marshall commanded the la^t boat. 


The Indians while attempting to 10'i'ch 
it got out of the current Their prison- 
ers rowed In such u way as purposely 
to make liilio headway. 
Taking ad- 


vantage of thJs. the second boat til- 
lowed the thiid to overtake it. and, 
transferring the passengers, the third 
was set adrift

This yielding to the pleadings of the 


white decoys, taken with other cases. 
resulted in some very unmerciful re 
fusfiis to take aboard real escaped pris- 
oners. ' A Colonel Donning had been 
captured and marched into the Indian 
country north of the Ohio river by an 
old Indian and his son 
One e\ cuing 


as the Indian v, ent for water the pris- 
oner picked up a tomahawk, lollowed 
him ami killed him. The young man 
sprang upon him, but was thrown off 
wounded and escaped to the river. A 
flatboat came by, and Downing be^ired 
to be taken aboard. Those on board 
not only turned a deaf ear to hi< en- 
treaties but the boat was turned to the 
opposite show. 
Other boats raine 


along, and the fugitive ran along the 
shore, pleadinir u i(~h them to save him 
All refused till .it last a man consented 
to come ashore for him in a canoe. 


How many while men v, ho had been 


captured by Indians and escaped were 
left to be retaken on account of thr 
practices of thr> decoys is uncertain, 
but there were probably a number of 
them, for durine the opening up of the 
rountry the emigrants and settlers 
treie constantly falling into the hands 
9t the sarnges.

".he Survey writer. But there he is wrong. The war has enough to 
answer i'or. 
Tt should not be made the scapegoat for evil results of 


Connecticut's land monopoly. The rush of war orders would net 
have sent these workers to tho almshouse, did the State of Connecti- 
cut not encourage land speculation by..allowing private individuals 
to appropriate socially created values, and did it not discourage use 
of land by taxing industry and its products.

AN ANCIENT TRAGIC FEUD. 


Historic Combat That Gave U* tht 


Game of Blmclmaft'c Buff. 


It is hard to rcali7c that the in- 


nocent childish game of blindtnan's 
buff owes its origin to a tragic feud 
between two warriors of the rival 
cities of Liege and Louvain as long 
ago as the year 9.99. 


Joan Colin of Liege was a might)' 


Cgliter 
of 
gigantic stature 
and 


strength, whose chotcn u capon was 
neither sword nor spear, but a 
heavy mallet, which he wielded with 
such terrific effect that it soon earn- 
ed him the nickname of Maillard, 
or the mallet man. Throughout jiis 
oun and all the neighboring prfov- 
mccs lie became known and dread- 
ed as Colin Maillard. Everywhere 
he was victorious until only one 
chieftain, the Count of Louvain, 
stJl held the field against him. 


At length they met in a linal bat- 


tle. At the first onset, before the 
terrible .mallet could reach him, the 
C-'ount of Louvain, with his long 
spear, thrust straight for the giant'b 
face and destroyed the eight of both 
Ins eyes. 
With the leader of his 


foes thus disabled he had no doubt 
of putting them to 
flight. 
He 


counted the victory as good as won. 


But the blinded giant rallied 


presently from the shock, ordered 
his esquire to take him into the 
thickest of the fght and dashed 
raging against his enemies, •brand- 
ishing his mallet on either hand as 
he rode. He slew many a man he 
could not see, and the terror in- 
spired by his dreadful aspect, the 
execution done by the swinging mal- 
let and the renewed courage of his 
followers, 
charging close at his 


heels, first dismayed nnd then de- 
stroyed the men of Louvain. Not 
one survived to tell the tale. 


Eobert the Devout, then king of 


France, was an ardent admirer of 
deeds of valor. Such an exploit Hi- 
Colin Maillard's was entirely to hi.' 
taste. He not only showered gifts 
and honors upon the hero, but 
caused the players of the court to 
produce a pantomime representing 
his achievements on the stage. 
They made, as may easily he im- 
agined, 
an 
exciting 
melodrama, 


which soon became so popular .that 
jt was played everywhere and im- 
itated even by the children on the 
Sircet?. 
The great scene was, of 


course, the blind man seeking for 
his cuemic?, and the i.id who play- 
ed Colin was blindfolded and given 
a suck, while his playmate* dodged 
and ran a* he pursued and struck 
or clutched at them. 


Today the drama, the chieftain* 


and the king arc forgotten. The} 
are relegated to dry and dwstt 
chronicle*. But the game still lives. 
To English and American children 
it is bhndman's buff.
